The City Tax Assessors’ Office has branded as “incorrect 
and purposely misleading” tax figures published by the Buck- 
head Citizens’ Committee, which claims annexation wil] in- 
crease taxes “at least 50 percent in the Buckhead area.”

| While voting to close the Bruns- 
wick camp, the Board followed a 
recommendation of Mrs. J. C. Bla- 
‘lock, Board member from Atlan- 
ita, that it comply with the state 
law and get out of the state high- 
way prison camp field altogether.

- The Strickland Home and Acres 


By RALPH McGILL 


NORTH GEORGIA—Walking up to the home 
of Ralph Strickland, off the Cove Road, in 
Walker County, I was looking at the house, 
thinking, “This certainly looks like an old house 
end the architecture is. most unusual.” 

It was an English type architecture, with 
sharply sloping rovfs, giving it a cathedral-like 
appearance. The marvelous old wood had taken 
on the color of old stone. 

Mrs. Strickland met us with the information 
that her husband had gone to town to have his 
tonsils out. I told her to prepare for the most 
fretful man she ever saw. Tonsils are a minor 
operation for children. But for the grown-ups 
they are a major operation. 

Mrs. Strickland, who was Miss Ruth Warren- 
fells. did a fine job of talking about what her 
husband had done with the farm and the use 
of TVA fertilizer plus the extra amounts he had 
bought to supplement and augment it. 

The house was an old one. It was built be- 
fore the War Between the States. The reason 
Sherman didn't burn it was that some Union 
sympathizers were persuaded to move in it and 
live there when Sherman was there. The house 
had been built to please a Virginia bride, and 
the design was one she had brought from the 
Old Dominion. It had seen death in the war. 
After Sherman passed, the Confederates heard 


gossip that the Union family in the house was 
hiding two Union soldiers. 
covering two men sleeping in a rear room, killed 
them. Too late they learned they were really 
weary Confederates who, had been given the 
room. The blood stain is there yet in the wide 
old planking. 

Ralph Strickland went to the old ag school 
at Dahlonega and came back to buy, and pay 
for, the old farm with the old house. 

There are 840 acres in the farm. 

A big one? 

Yes, but 640 acres are in the mountains and, 
as Mrs. Strickland said, “about all we can do 
with it is look up at it and say, ‘it’s ours,” 

Two hundred and ten acres are cleared. 

The land was, as indicated, an old ante 
bellum cotton plantation. 

Today use of phosphate and lime have 
brought it back. As high as two cars of lime 
per year have been spread on the two acres. 
In addition to the test fertilizer, about 100 extra 
bags are bought each year. 

Where cotton once grew, pasture grows to- 
day. There are 70 head of cattle, beef type, on 
the farm. 

Twenty acres of alfalfa are doing well. Years

equitable balance between capital and labor. If 
she fails, even more radical experiments are 
possible. Radical changes in government through- 
out history were almest entirely among peoples 
with little or nothing to lose. 

The close vote by which Prime Minister Att- 
lee won his party’s permission to postpone the 
steel nationalization program—81 to 77, with 
more than 100 of the party caucus members ab- 
staining—indicates that Britain is still trying to 
combine the best features of Socialism and Capi- 
talism. Many Laborites, especially the left wing 
which leans heavily toward Russia, undoubtedly 
are unhappy. But they dared not force the Gov- 
ernment’s hand and then face the possibility of 
a cabinet collapse, for which they would then be 
blamed regardless of the fact that it might have 


_come anyway. They also must have felt a com- 


pulsion to ease American doubts about Socialism 
as a sound business investment.

Cadogan Asks Russia's 


Atomic Control Policy 


LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 11—(?) 
Sir Alexander Cadogan, 
delegate to the United Nations 
Atomic Commission, submitted 11 
questions to Russia inquiring into 
the Soviet stand on the atomic 
control issue. 

The questions were accompa- 
nied by a letter from Cadogan to 
Andrei A. Gromyko, Soviet Dele- 
gate, saying that Britain does not 
feel that Russian atomic propos- 
als so far meet the “minimum re- 
quirements of an effective inter- 
national program” of control. 

The questions included: 

1. What does Russia mean by 
periodic inspection? 

2. Would inspectors be allowed 
to visit only those plants whose 
existence has been declared to an 
atomic control agency by the gov- 
ernment concerned” 

3. Does Russia believe that all 
measures for preventing and sup- 
pressing violations should be sub- 
ject to the veto in the Security 
Council’ 

4. Does Russia agree that at 
least minor sanctions may be de- 
cided by a majority vote of the 
Atomic Control Commission or in 
the Security Council?

Arabs, Jews Join 
Probe of Slayings 
In Tel Aviv Cafe 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 11—/)— 
Three separate probes—by the po- 
lice and unofficially by both Arabs 
and Jews—sought additional de- 
tails Monday night of the attack 
on a Riverside night club on the 
outskirts of Tel Aviv in which four 
Jews and an Arab were killed. 


A witness described the attack- 
ers, who fired Tommyguns and 
tossed a grenade Sunday night 
onto a dance floor in the cafe, 
as “Arab speaking.” In addition to 
the five deaths, nearly a dozen 
other persons were wounded. 

Dr. Hussein S. Khalidi, Secre- 
tary of the Arab Higher Executive, 
said, “it is rather more likely it 
was a continuation of British re- 
prisals against Jews for the hang- 
ing of the two (British) sergeants.” 

“There is no evidence,” he add- 
ed, “that these men were Arabs. 
There are many Yemenite Jews 
who look Arabic and speak Arabic 
better than Hebrew. And there are 
many British who speak Arabic. 
It is not just to jump to the con- 
clusion that they were Arabs until 
the fullest inquiry has been made.” 

Khaladi theorized that if the at- 
tackers were Arabs, the attack was 
most likely a blow against break- 


cause.

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‘Thou Shalt Not Kill—' 


O. W. Croft, going in the dark to super- 
vise and assist with the milking at the 
dairy of which he was foreman, saw some 
shadows in the mists of the Sabbath morn- 
ing. 

He flashed a light. A sawed-off shot- 
gun roared and he fell, critically wounded. 
Even now he fights for his life. 

One involved surrendered. He impli- 
cated the other, the one who did the 
shooting. 

Why does an innocent man, going 
about his work, lie at the point of death, 
while two praying, shaking, tearful young 
men await to see if the charge against 
them be murder or attempted murder? 

It is all too familiar a pattern. 

Harry Paul, aged 20, with seven years 
of schooling, is married to a woman 27. 
He is a deserter from the Army and Ma- 
rines, with a bad-conduct record, a record 
of instability, a mother who has been mar- 
ried six times, and is one of a family in 
which one of the children killed another 
one. By his own confession he did the 
shooting. He didn’t particularly need 
money. He had made $66 in a week work- 
ing as a carpenter. 

James L. Coker, of Atlanta, with three 
years of schooling, married to a girl 16, 
out of work, in debt $50, to Paul, obviously 
easily led and lacking any considerable 
will of his own, was the accomplice. 

They talked it over. Coker says he 
knew the foreman usually carried money 
because he had worked there for a year 
and a half. Paul told him if they got 


any money he would deduct the $50 owed. 

They were excited and nervous. When 
the flashlight burned in their faces Paul 
shot. “If I'd been aiming I would have 
killed him,” he said. “I learned how to 
shoot in the Army and Marines. I was 
just scared and shot.” 

Coker ran but upon questioning by his 
parents admitted his part and surrendered 
to the police. 

There, in brief, is one of the thousands 
of stories of violence which are giving the 
nation its greatest crime wave in history. 
It follows a pattern that fits 98 percent 
of the crime by beginners in violence. 
Certainly boys and girls from homes 
where they have had advantages also com- 
mit crimes. But one may cut the cloth 
of little education, broken homes, an un- 
directed or, worse, badly neglected child- 
hood, and it will fit most of those in crime, 
as it will fit the two who cry and shiver 
and pray in the Atlanta jail. 

Certainly the grievously, brutally, wan- 
tonly wounded Croft is the chief object 
of sympathy, along with his family. 

But what can society do and what has 
society been doing that is wrong whereby 
it continues to pour forth from a great 
cornucopia of plenty the Pauls and the 
Cokers who go out to rob. 

Somehow, the awful thought remains 
that if these two should pay the extreme 
penalty, or go to jail for life, the great out- 
pouring of them and their kind would 
not be lessened. Society must think out 
the answer. 


The Candler Fortune and Emory 


Probably no considerable fortune in 
Southern history has been put to better 
use than that amassed by the late Asa 
G. Candler, founder of the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany. 


A gift of some $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 
worth of stock in Asa G. Candler, Inc., 
to Emory University not only was one of 
the largest real estate transactions in At- 
lanta history, but it also was the latest 
of a series of donations which now make 
Emory the holder of about three-fourths 
of the Candler fortune. 


The elder Mr. Candler started the gifts 
many years ago when he gave the strug- 
giing Methodist school $1,000,000 which 
enabled it to move from Oxford to Atlanta. 
He continued his donations, and gifts dur- 


Annexation and Taxes 


Although The Constitution agrees with 
the League of Women voters that a slight 
difference in taxes one way or another 
should not be the controlling influence in 
voting for annexation, the possibility that 
the Fulton County School Board may 
raise taxes on property owners outside the 
city does serve to combat some of the erro- 
neous tax statements being circulated by 
opponents of annexation. ° 

The School Board’s recommendation is 
tantamount to law, as approval is manda- 
tory upon County Commissioners so long 
as the total asked is under the legal maxi- 
mum of 15 mills. 

Board members said it was advisable 
to wait until after vote on the annexation 
of Buckhead and Cascade Heights on Aug. 
19 before fixing the tax rate. That is thor- 
oughly understandable, since if schools in 
those areas are transferred to the city a

When the war is 
done we could plant enough rubber trees in Brazil to supply the 
world in about seven years ... but what should we do about 
the people who now live and have their being because of the 
rubber plantations in the Pacific” .. and he said again that 
he had seen in South America some of the 15,000,000 Indians that 
live so remote from civilization and whose death rate is about 
50 percent up to the age of six ... what should we do, he asked, 
move our great health factory down there and cut the mortality 
in half? 

I remember an American Army doctor in Tehran, cursing that 
vast city of beauty and ugliness, of filth and disease, telling me 
_ that of every 1,000 Iranian babies born, about 100 could expect 
| to live to be 10 years old ... and, he said, “that proves God is 
| merciful . . . for why should more of them live to grow up 
| hungry and diseased, exploited and degraded with government 


opium?” 
‘Health When we took Puerto Rico from the Spaniards, it was 
a pest hole. Babies sickened and died, and only the 
strongest and most fortunate survived. The people lived in misery 
and humiliation. They were serfs and they had no rights, and a 
protest was met with the lash, the pistol shot or prison. 
But God in His mercy let most of the babies die and the popu- 
lation remained more or less constant. 
We took the island from Spain, as we should have, the Spain 
of that time having the morals and outlook of Franco’s Spain today. 


We moved our health machine in. The yellow fever was wiped | 
out about that time. We learned what to do about malaria, which | 


had killed thousands every year. We policed up the pest hole, and 


babies began to live.

This is hardly a fair inference in view of the fact that four 
or five separate inquiries have already been launched in the 
case, including those by, both State and Federal grand juries, 
with some seventy-odd indictments returned. 


No Issue? And yet the public is being treated to a repetition 

" of statements from supposed responsible sources 
that the Democrats have provided the Republicans with a leading | 
issue of the 1948 campaign by refusing to permit still another 
investigation of the frauds. 

The charge simply does not hold water. Among those whe 
make it the wish is obviously father to the thought. 

The Democrats were playing politics, no doubt, in blocking 
action on the Kem resolution which would have empowered the 
Senate Judiciary Committee to go into the case more fully. 

But then they were no more guiltless in this. respect than the 
Republicans, whose whole conception of the investigation was 
politics from the start. 


‘Smear’ What the Republicans were after was to smear 

President Truman with the Kansas City vote 
frauds. They hoped to do this by building up a case to show where 
Attorney General Tom Clark was remiss in his duty by not pur 
suing the preliminary inquiry undertaken of the frauds by the 
Department of Justice. 

Mr. Truman enters the picture by virtue of the fact that he 
publicly urged the defeat last summer of former Representative 
Roger C. Slaughter, a Democratic opponent of the Administration 
who was seeking renomination from the Kansas City district. 

Slaughter, as a member of Congress, had opposed practically 
everything the Administration wanted, and since he represented 
the President’s home district, it was natural that Mr. Truman 
should want him replaced with a more dependable party follower. 

He was defeated in the primary, largely, it is charged, through 
the shenanigans of the Pendergast machine in Kanas City. The 
rnan who defeated him, Enos A. Axtell, later was defeated by a 
Republican in the general election. 


I . When the Kansas City Star made a private investigation 
nquilry of the primary returns that indicated fraud in the 
balloting. Atty. Gen. Clark ordered a preliminary inquiry by the 
Federal District Attorney at Kansas City. The FBI was drawn 
into the case and presented a lengthy report on its findings. These 
findings tended to support the charges of fraud. 

But the question presented to the Department of Justice was 
not whether ballot frauds had been committed, but rather whether 
sueh frauds, arising from a primary as agaimst a general election, 
were grounds for Federal action. 

To protect him from any criticism in handling the case—or so 
he thought at the time—Clark had a full report of the Department's 
inquiry submitted to the three Feceral judges in the Kansas Cy 
area. He asked for guidance as to whether Federal authorities 
had jurisdiction to go into the case. 

Unanimously the three Federal judges informed him that the 
subject matter was not one of Federal jurisdiction. The inquiry 
should be left to State authorities, they said. Whereupon, the At- 
torney General directed the U S. District Attorney to drop the case. 


: Subsequently a local grand jury took up the in- 
Indi. tments veuiiindion and returned indictments. The cul- 
prits are now awaiting trial. Subsequently, also, the Federal grand 
jury at Kansas City, acting contrary to the initial recommendation 
given by the three Federal judges, went into the case and returned 
indictments. 

Certainly Atty. Gen. Clark acted in good faith when he re 
ferred the matter to the three Federal judges for decision. And 
certainly Senate Democrais were justified in blocking Republican 
efforts to make capital out of the situatin by ordering another for- 
mal investigation. It is merely a case of the Republicans being 
beaten at their OWn game and now trying to raise a squawk 
about it,
